"All Sept. brdests have been 
transmitted from a ship off the Atlantic coast. He's made announcements of this, which most DXers 
discounted, but I have learned that this is actually the case. Thus, Doctor Tornado beat Alan Weiner 
to the punch w/a high powered shipboard xmtr in 1997. The slight frequency drift comes from the 
use of a generator on the ship for powering the 10 Kw xmtr. They just received their mail that had 
piled up for weeks after a delay caused by a move of their QTH. It was anncd over the air that the 10, 
000 watt xmtr uses parts and sub-assemblies acquired from George Donahue of WJDI, but was built 
by Dr.Tornado and Senor El Nino. It's not the same xmtr used by WJDI to break the pirate power 
record of 15 Kw on Xmas Eve 1996." 

-Well, I guess that explains Dr. Tornado's absence recently! (JF)

What's NeWS - the media report 

Seven FM pirate stations were reported to the FCC by members of the Milwaukee Area Radio 
Broadcasting Association. Most of the licensed stations compiained of interference, so the FCC 
sent investigators to the area and have "identified some of the pirates and the agency is now 
sending warning letters to those broadcasters." The pirates were all broadcasting on Milwaukee's 
South Side, using frequencies between 93.0 and 99.9 MHz with powers ranging from 1 to 100 
watts. [Radio World, pg. 1 1 , 20 Aug. 97] 

Ed Note: *1F* there was actual interference, which is unlikely given the power run by most 
pirates (how much QRM can you generate with one watt??), the Association may have a valid 
point. Most likely, however, the "interference" was with their profit margins, by taking away 
some of their listeners. When will the licensed broadcasters realize that the way to build and keep 
an audience is to present programming that the listeners want to hear rather than what costs the 
least? 

Recently the National Association of Broadcasters passed a Resolution urging the FCC to "take 
whatever enforcement and judicial steps are necessary to terminate these (unlicensed) 
broadcasts." What are they afraid of? Do these professional broadcasters *really* think that a 1- 
watt or 5-watt station is going to compete with a 50kW or even a 6kW station? It seems that the 
NAB now wants a total monopoly of the airwaves with the guaranteed Right to make as much 
money as possible.

AIRBORNE USA MILITARY TRANSMITTER IN B OSNIA FOR "JAMMING" 

The United States military has sent three Air Force EC-130 aircraft to Bosnia, supposedly to 
broadcast "fair and balanced news and information" in the region. These aircraft, equipped with 
transmitters that in the past have been used on MW, FM, and shortwave frequencies, are 
normally based at the Pennsylvania Air National Guard near Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. Some 
participants at a prior Gifford Pinchot DXpedition in Pennsylvania reported a side trip to see the 
aircraft at their base. The planes have seen prior service in Grenada, Panama, Haiti, and other 
sites of USA military activities. I noticed plenty of coverage of this development in the 
mainstream USA press. 

During an interview of Army Lieutenant Colonel Steve Campbell by Dave Arlington of the 
Voice of America (cited by BBCMS), Campbell said that the mission of the planes was to 
transmit "updates on the Dayton peace accords and on activities, that are ongoing . . . (and) 
providing fair and balanced news and information." The planes can fly at high altitude. 1 recall 
seeing some DX logs of the planes during their Haiti mission a few years ago. But, the big 
controversy about the planes is that the military announced that the planes had jamming 
capabilities, raising the possibility that they might be used to jam broadcasts of Bosnian Serb 
radio stations. Asked by Campbell on VOA if the planes might be used to "block" such 
broadcasts, Lt. Col. Campbell said, "That is certainly a capability and that is certainly a 
possibility." The use of USA military equipment to jam licensed broadcasts is probably an 
unprecedented policy. For decades the United States has criticized jamming from countries such 
as the USSR, China, Cuba, etc. For instance, in late August the U.S. State Department 
condemned the jamming being targeted by the government of China at the new USA Radio Free 
Asia service. 

A September 6 New York Times editorial criticized the potential use of jamming tactics by the 
United Stales military. Part of the editorial stated, "Using the tools of dictators to bring peace to 
Bosnia is offensive to American principles and is bound to backfire. The jamming towers that 
loomed over Moscow and other Soviet bloc capitals were among the most visible symbols of 
communist repression. For America to use similar techniques in Bosnia can only make citizens 
there doubt the difference between democracy and dictatorship. A far better approach would be 
to increase support for the establishment of independent radio and television stations. Broadcasts 
beamed in from American aircraft would seem artificial and are likely to be tone-deaf to Bosnian 
concerns." 

I'm not 100% sure that the USA has never used jamming of broadcasts as a tactic before, but I 
don't recall a similar incident in the past. Somebody at the Pentagon and in the Clinton 
administration could use a dose of common sense; it's very strange to write an account like this in 
the Clandestine Profile. BBCMS points out that the Russian envoy to NATO, Vataliy Churkin, 
"criticized the sending of aircraft capable of jamming pro-Karadzic (Bosnian Serb) broadcasts. 
He said it is deplorable because it violates freedom of the press." When Russia starts giving bona 
fide lectures to the United States on jamming as a freedom of the press issue, you know that 
somebody in Washington is not playing with a full deck. My guess is that a decision of this

magnitude went to the Commander in Chief level, so you can judge for yi 
of a full deck this guy has at the moment. 

COLOMBIAN RADIO/TV TURMOIL INVOLVES ELN 
According to the Bogota newspaper El Tiempo's August 27 edition cited by BBCMS from a 
relay on the Caracol radio network, the Colombian government has "ordered the militarization of 
all television relay stations and installations at the regional and national levels to prevent damage 
to the system." The announced reason for the military presence at TV transmitter sites was 
"many attacks carried out by the National Liberation Army (ELN) against the country's 
economic infrastructure; television relay antennas have been one of their targets." 
The ELN is better known to DXers as the operator of clandestine broadcaster Radio Patria Libre, 
apparently from a transmitter site within northern Colombia. I've been trying in vain to hear their 
supposedly scheduled 6250 kHz late afternoon transmission. Is anybody else hearing them? 
Meanwhile, the National Telecommunications Enterprise and National Institute of Radio and 
Television (Telecom and lntravision) have gone on strike in Colombia. According to a BBCMS 
account of a Colombian TV broadcast, Colombian President Ernesto Samper announced the 
suspension of new FM broadcasting licenses during the strike, lntravision TV programming has 
continued over the air despite the labor dispute.

REPUBLIC OF TEXAS NEWS 
Longtime ACE member Gigi Lytle of Texas forwards an article from the July 1997 issue of 
Texas Business magazine about the historic Hotel Limpia in Fort Davis, Texas. Built in 1884, 
this hotel suddenly went from largely empty to completely sold out and overcrowded during the 
siege of the Republic of Texas "Embassy" near Fort Davis by Texas and federal law enforcement 
personnel. The magazine points out that there are no telephones in the rooms of the Limpia, but 
as nearly the only game in town, it was packed by press personnel covering the standoff at the 
Republic of Texas. This might not have been necessary if the Republic's plans to put a 50 Kw 
medium wave clandestine on the air had materialized, which they have not. 
All of us in ACE want to wish Gigi's mother the best of health. Gigi reports that her mother is in 
the process of recovering from a recent illness. 

BLACK LIBERATION RADIO 

According to an article on Inter Press Service forwarded to us by ACE member Ulis Fleming of 
Maryland, and also according to Paul Griffin of California, Illinois authorities continue to harass 
Napoleon Williams of Black Liberation Radio in Decatur, Illinois. This station is mainly a 
micropirate FM operation, but it is so overtly political that it borders on a clandestine station. 
Williams faces felony charges for broadcasting taped phone calls on his station January 9. Griffin 
notes that http://www.students.uiuc.edu/~p-riism/rfc.html. is now a web site for Black 
Liberation Radio, if you want the latest updates on this situation. Also, Napoleon Williams lists 
his correspondence address as 629 East Center Street, Decatur, Illinois 62526. 
I received a flyer from William C. G. Dettmar of Virginia announcing that a different Black 
Liberation Radio is operating on 91.7 MHz in Richmond. The flyer lists a telephone number of 
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(804) 230-0120. Do any of our Virginia members have any additional information on this 
operation? 

MEDIA AND DEMOCRACY CONFERENCE 
Paul Griffin also forwards information from the Institute for Alternative Journalism, which plans 
to hold their second annual conference in the fall at New York University. The first conference 
was in San Francisco, drawing an attendance of 600. They hope for 1,000 people at NYU, 
including media representatives, academics, academics, activists, students, and grassroots 
organizers. At least one panel on microbroadcasting is anticipated. More information is available 
from IAJ, 77 Federal Street, San Francisco, California 94107. They list a web site at 
http://www.mediademocracy.org/congress and a phone number of (415) 284-1427. 

BBCMS CLANDESTINE NEWS 
With thanks again this month to Monitoring Times magazine, where the huge volume of pirate 
activity has once again kicked out several bits of clandestine news from my Outer Limits 
column, wc have several items from the BBC Monitoring Service that should be of interest. 
Angola. On August 28 the United Nations Security Council imposed sanctions on the National 
Union for the Total Independence of Angola (UN1TA). This is the organization that operates 
Vorgan, the Voice of the Resistance of the Black Cockerel. Among other features of the 
resolution imposing the sanctions, the Security Council called on fcjMTA to transform its radio 
station "into a non-partisan broadcasting facility." Some people had classified Vorgan to be a 
non-clandestine station after the Angolan peace settlement, but I believe that this formal action 
by the UN Security Council moves Vorgan clearly back into the clandestine category. General 
Director of Vorgan, Clarindo Kaputo, said on the station's regular August 22 broadcast that 
"Vorgan's editorial line is fully committed towards peace and the defence of the Angolan people 
and their interests." 

Azerbaijan. An Azerbaijani newspaper, Press Fakt, ran a story saying that the Azerbaijani 
National Security Ministry is "editing" programs that it relays from Radio Liberty. Vagif 
Masayev, the leader of the Communications Ministry radio and television production association, 
"resolutely denied this information." The Radio Liberty relays come from "radio station Number 
1, located near the Gyandzhlik metro station" on 1530 kHz MW. 

China. According to VOA's Communications World on August 23, China is jamming the 
Mandarin programming of Radio Free Asia. The jamming consists both of noise and programs 
from Chinese domestic radio transmitted co-channel with Radio Free Asia. 
Israel. In other jamming news, the Israeli State Attorney's Office told the Israeli High Court of 
Justice on August 28 that although a "possible framework for disrupting broadcasting" at the 
Voice of Palestine has been designed, no actual jamming has taken place. There is litigation in 
Israeli courts about whether this jamming would be legal. According to the Beirut web site of 
Manar TV, Israei is allegedly jamming Nur radio (the Voice of Light) and Manar Television at 
times. Both of these stations are controlled by Hezbollah. 

Kenya. The National Convention Assembly, co-convened by Dr. Willy Mutunga, has said that if 
governmental reform talks do not materialize in Kenya, the NCA could establish an "alternative 
government" in the country. This would include the establishment of a "Nuru" radio station. 
Nuru is the Swahili word for "illumination." If this took place, we would have a new clandestine 
station. No dates, times, frequencies, or ID's were mentioned in the source cited by BBCMS for 
this information, which was a broadcast on KTN-TV in Nairobi on August 26. 
Lebanon. The process of shutting down unlicensed stations in Lebanon is apparently proceeding 
at a snail's pace. BBCMS^says that Lebanese Information Minister Basim al-Sab sent a letter on 
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September 4 to the Lebanese Interior Minister, emphasizing the importance of busting all 
unlicensed TV and radio stations. Sab then issued a statement on September 4, saying that 
"instructions issued by the Ministries of Information and Interior assert the implementation of the 
cabinet decision on stopping the transmission of unlicensed institutions." Apparently many of the 
stations continue to operate. Sab announced September 12 that many of the banned stations 
"have started to transmit again," according to the London newspaper Al-Sharq al-Awsat. 
Nigeria. The Nigerian Minister of information and Culture, Dr. Walter Ofonagoro, said August 
25 that the Nigerian government :has acquired an equipment that can protect the country's 
airwaves against subversive material." A Nigerian radio report on August 26 said that Ofonagoro 
announced that the clandestine Radio Kudirat would be "blocked from being received in the 
country." Has anybody noticed any jamming on Kudirat's broadcasts? 

Sierra Leone. A statement from the Armed Forces Revolutionary Council of the government of 
Sierra Leone, transmitted on August 28 over SLBS Radio in Freetown, discussed the FM 
clandestine operated on 98.4 MHz FM by supporters of ousted president Ahmad Tejan Kabbah. 
The AFRC claimed that the transmitter QTH of the clandestine is a "guest house of Paramount 
Chief Komkanda II in Kafobulon Chiefdom at Lungi. Supposedly this transmitter is heavily 
guarded by Nigerian troops. The AFRC release attacked Komkanda, saying that he has betrayed 
"the confidence of the people by his collaboration with an aggressive and hostile foreign force." 
Meanwhile, in a matter only slightly related, the AFP news agency in Paris reported that 10 
people were arrested after a crowd armed with knives, sticks, machetes, and spears attacked the 
Voice of the Handicapped FM station in Freetown. This station, operated by several blind youths 
with support from the BBC, had broadcast a statement opposing military intervention in Sierra 
Leone. The current government, a military junta installed after a May coup, is worried that 
Nigerian-led West African peacekeeping forces might intervene to restore elected civilian 
governmental leaders. 

Turkey. BBCMS reports that they have logged the Voice of Independent Kurdistan in Kurdish 
from before 1400 UTC to 1545* UTC on 6205 kHz. This station, the voice of the Kurdistan 
Workers Party (PKK), opposes the Turkish government. BBCMS reports that the station used to 
ate on 7 MHz frequencies, but they had not been noted for the last two years. Unfortunately, 
h American reception on 49 meters at that time of day is virtually impossible.

Covert Comms 



Last month we took a look at the Cuban CW cut number stations. Now we'll focus on the 
voice counterpart to the CW network, the YL/SS 5F voice stations. These are probably the 
most widely heard numbers stations in North America. Broadcasts begin at the beginning 
of the hour in AM, although LSB has been used from time to time. 

A typical broadcast begins with a YL voice repeating "Atencion" and a five-figure number. 
This five figure number contains the receiving agent's ID. The callup is similar to the CW 
stations in that the five-figure number is repeated for several minutes and is later followed 
by a two or three digit number which contains the group count of the message to follow. 
This station, also similar to the CW stations, sometimes sends two messages for different 
agents in the same broadcast. After the end of the 5F groups, these stations sign down 
with "Finale, Finale." There have been two different female voices used, and I have 
recordings of both. The first is the standard mechanical voice, and then there is the other 
voice which sounds more "live." It's interesting to speculate as to why a different voice is 
used at times, possibly because the "Memorex" version is on the fritz. 

These stations are fun to spot for mistakes made during broadcasts. On at least two 
occasions, I have heard Radio Havana programming on the carrier before a YL/SS 
broadcast, which leads me to believe that Radio Havana shares broadcast facilities with the 
numbers stations. False starts, distorted audio, and the transmitter shutting down in the 
middle of a broadcast are another characteristic of these stations. 

Another characteristic of these stations is a buzzing signal on the carrier before 
broadcasts. It doesn't occur every time, but a few minutes before the YL begins the callup, 
you may hear a low 60 Hz buzz keyed on & off. Sometimes the buzzing is actual CW, but 
most of the time it sounds like someone is randomly tapping on a Morse key. It is unclear 
as to what purpose this serves, but makes it easy to identify these stations before they 
begin broadcasting. Here are the latest skeds as I have them. As with the CW stations, all 
freqs may deviate +/- one or two kHz, and any corrections or additions are appreciated:

I don't have any skeds for Saturday, although I'm sure tti 
skeds do tend to change every so often, so sometimes it's a challenge trying to keep up 
with them. Notice also, that the freqs above provide excellent coverage into North America, 
although higher frequencies have been used. 

One question that does come to mind is why do they have so many broadcasts? Do they 
really have that many agents here? Definitely some of the broadcasts are being beamed to 
North America, as these stations usually have extremely strong signals. It is possible, 
though, that some of the broadcasts are directed toward agents in Central & South America 
as well, and possibly a few of the transmissions are "dummy" or fake messages. Of 
course, this is speculation on my part, and it is very difficult to try to find out what's going on 
in the minds of Cuban intelligence.

Frequency stability and control ON of prime concern in a transmitter. A coil and a capacitor can be 
combined in an LC tank circuit (0 select an oscillatory frequency. If one of these components is 
constructed so as to be variable, then the frequency can be varied across a band of frequencies. This is 
called a variable frequency oscillator, or II O. A small portion of the oscillator power is returned to the 
tank circuit as positive feedback. In this manner, the tank circuit will oscillate indefinitely. A VFO is 
simple to construct, but it is inherently unstable. Fluctuations in 
frequency to drill; slowly rising or Tailing, due to the expansi 
determining components. 

A crystal performs the same function as an LC tank. The slab of quartz, mounted between two metal 
plates, will vibrate at a certain frequency when it is excited by 
feedback loop to reinject a small porti

The oscillator circuit has a 
operating frequency back into the crystal. This action 
le manner as the feedback loop in an LC tank, or a VFO. 
The electrical equivalency of the quartz, crystal is identical to 
that of the LC circuit. The crystal has a series inductance, a 
series capacitance, and an internal resistance. The crystal 
holder, and its associated circuitry, add a shunt capacitance. 
The main advantage of crystal circuits is their stability. They 
have a higher quality factor, Q, than their LC cousins, 



expansion and frequency change. 

The first slop on this tour is the holder, and some tricks you can use for adapters. Crystals are 
provided in a wide variety of holder types. Arguably, the most popular type of crystals for older gear 
come packaged in the venerable FT-24 1/243 holders. These packages are made from a hollowed-out 
bakelite box, with 0.5-inch pin spacing, and 0.093" pins. The FT-243-class of crystals are an 
experimenter's drea.n. Pop out three little screws, remove the metal cover plate, and the slab of quartz 
can be easily removed for frequency excursion modifications. The FT-241 holder is slightly larger than 
(he FT-243 to allow for larger slabs of quartz for oscillation at lower frequencies, but the pinouts are 
identical. 

Really old gear may require octal tube base mounts. And older broadcast and military rigs were 
socketed for large bakelite or ceramic mounts with 0.75", 0.875", or I" spacings; and having pins of 
various diameters. More modern versions are hermetically sealed in smaller metallic mounts. The HC- 
6AI and IIC-33/U types have 0.486" spacing and 0.050" pins. The HC-49/U and HC-18/U types have a 
0.19" span between the wires, not pins. 

As a general mlc, most crystals may be interchanged between types with only some very minor 
frequency change due to holder and/or adapter capacitance. In order to use crystals that are not 
packaged for your rig, you need to fabricate an adapter from an old set of pins and a new socket. For 
example, if you want to use an IIC-6/U crystal in an FT-243 socket, you need a socket for HC-6/U and a 
bum FT-243 holder. Remove the cover plate, melt the solder out of the pins, and saw off the top of the 
FT-243 bakelite box; leaving only the bakelite base securing the empty pins. Solder some AWG #18 
wire to the HC-6AJ socket pins; feed these wires through the FT-243 pins; and solder the wires into 
those pins. Use some paste cpoxy to stabilize the HC-6/U socket to the FT-243 base (don't block the 
socket holes), and you're done.

Micro 'casting

WEATHER: Everywhere you go, people talk about the weather- and this is the time of year that 
it starts to get DANGEROUS! Hurricane season is here, so don't forget to stock up on all the 
radio essentials! As we say here in AL: "If you don't like the weather, wait a few minutes (it'll 
change!)". 

WAVEMACH FMS2 STEREO TRANSMITTER: I was thumbing through "73 Amateur Radio 
Today" magazine, when 1 saw an ad tucked away on the side of a page. Had I been in a hurry, I'd 
have missed it~fortunately, I didn't! What I saw excited me to the point that 1 had to make a 
phone call! I spoke to Dave, a nice fellow at Wavemach Communications, who gave me some 
info regarding the FMS2 transmitter. He was also kind enough to FAX me some information 
AND mail it, too! To paraphrase the brochure, the FMS2 is a dual crystal controlled FM 
broadcast transmitter, fully synthesized, DIP switch tunable, with a frequency range of about 75 
MHz to 125 MHz. It's a "fully loaded" transmitter with automatic gain control, 2:1 audio 
compressor, audio buffer/preamplifier, and many more features! Stereo separation is 40db, 
power output is 500 milliwatts (version one) or 200 milliwatts (version two) both of which are 
too powerful for use in the U.S.A., but an acceptable pad could be used to drop the power output. 
No mention is made if the power can be manually tuned down or not (via variable resistor or 
inserting a fixed resistance), but I intend to investigate it further 

The FMS2 has MANY applications along with being a stand-alone FM broadcast transmitter. 
Oh, by the way, the FMS2 can be used with a standard 12 volt power supply INSTEAD of dual- 
polarity types! That has been one of my gripes with some transmitters (needing a +/- voltage 
power supply). The total size of the FMS2's board is 5" X 6.25". Wavemach also offers a 
preassembled power booster, the FMB2; maximum power input is 500 milliwatts, power output 
is 2.5 watts and it requires a 12 volt 300 to 550 milliamp power supply. Input/output impedances 
are 50 ohms. With the Version 2 FMS2, the amplifier will produce 1 .5 watts and the full 2.5 
watts with the Version 1 FMS2. 

Wavemach offers the omnidirectional CFM-955L antenna with a frequency range of 88 -1 10 
MHz and bandwidth of 3 MHz. Gain is touted as 3.4 db- over isotropic or over dipole, 1 wonder7 
More on antenna gain later in another article.... The CFM-955L is adjustable from 4'6" to 6'1", 
according to frequency, of course and weighs about 25 lbs fully assembled. The antenna is made 
of thick-wall aluminum and stainless steel and is wind speed rated at 134 MPH. Power handling 
capability is 200 watts. 

Last but not least, Wavemach offers the MW123A 12-volt power supply, which converts 1 10AC 
to 13.5 VDC, 3 amps continuous with 5 amps peak. This should be WELL able of handling the 
FMS2 and FMB2 together (if you're transmitting outside U.S.A., of course!). 
Prices are thus: FMS2 Version 1 (assembled): $295 US; FMS2 Version 2 (assembled): $285 US; 
FMB2 (assembled): $55 US; FMS2 V.l & 2 schematics: $27 US; FMB2 schematics: $12 US; 
CFM-955L: $135 US; and the MWI23-A: $87 US. On the CFM-955L antenna, include $10 US 
for North American orders, $30 US for foreign orders for shipping. For more information on 
these fine products and picture brochures, write to: Wavemach Communications, 320 Dixon Rd, 
Suite 302, Etobecoke, Ontario, CANADA M9R 1S8.
